one of the bank's creditors, A cheque must be 
presented within “a reasonable time,” and this 
hax heen defined as extending to two days after 
dute or receipt, or if the cheque is received after 
banking hours, until tho third duy. To detain 


a-cheque longer has been judicially branded as 


eulpable negligence. The payee named in the 
chaque may be 2» fictitious or non-existent 
porson ; in this case, the money must be paid to 
the bearer. If. for instance, yon pick up in the 
street a cheque made out to “Old Fool” or:
